House Committee 


Cuts Army Budget 


Despite Ike's Plea 


Slash 8.3 Per Cent From 


Request; Budget for 


Planes Untouched 


Reveal Final Plans 


for Home Show Here 


Washington, May 29—(AP) — 


The army's 1918 military budget 
was cut 8.3 per cent by the house 
appropriations 
committee 
today 


despite testimony from Gen. Eisen- 
hower and Secretary Patterson 
that "real danger" lies beyond the 
"irreducible minimum" of men and 
money they had requested. 


If Congress upholds the com- 


mittee, the army will receive ?5,- 
240,982,423 in new appropriations 
for the fiscal year starting July 
1, President' Truman had asked 
§5,716,791, 500 for'the Army's mr^- 
tary' activities axciusrve ox fof * 
eign relief and" other civil func- 
tions to be financed in a later bill. 
For the current year military ac- 
tivities appropriations totaled $7,- 
263,542,000. 


Airport Budget Intact 


The committee, 
however, ap- 


proved the army's full request for 
5280,000,000 in contract authority 
to buy new airplanes. 


In addition to the budget cuts 


the committee cancelled $1,100,- 
000,000 of money appropriated for 
the current and prior years but 
not spent. 
The army concurred 


in the cancellation. Its finance 
officers explained that (a) the 
money was not included in the 
1948 budget and (b) was no longer 
needed for the purposes for which 
it originally was appropriated. 


The claimed budget cuts to date, 


including the $47,809,077 m the 
army bill, approximate 
$3,150,- 


000,000. 


Hits Civilians, Officers 


Despite the claims of Eisen- 


hower and Patterson that the ori- 
ginal budget estimate was the 
minimum consistent with 
effici- 


ency and safety, the committee in- 
sisted that its cuts would leave 
"adequate funds for an army of 
1,070,000 to perform the missions 
assigned to it." 


More than half—$293,936,216— 


ot the total recommended reduc- 
tion was leveled at War depart- 
ment civilian and officer person- 
nel 


The 
committee recommended 


cuts which it said would reduce 
civilian jobholders by 71,631 and 
officer personnel by 20,100, in- 
cluding 2,600 warrant officers.

also ordered a reduction in flying 
pay for air corps personnel- with- 
out specifying how the cut should 
be applied

ivard J. Murray, a colonel of in- 
fantry who won his decorations in 
combat, heard an Army court mar- 
tial sentence him to 10 years im- 
prisonment for misappropriation of 
a fortune in diamonds he had taken 
as "souvenirs of war." 


Murrr.y stood silent, shoulders 


sagging, as the sentence was read 


The Palo Alto, Calif., officer was 


convicted of all six specifications 
'iled against him—covering misap- 
propriation of the stones and fail- 
ure to declare them or pay cus 
Loms on them. In addition to serv- 
ing ten years at hard labor, he was 
ordered dismissed from the ^se 
ice with forfeiture of all pay nnc 
allowances.

Griffith on Immigration 
Some 
very 
serious charges 


against this country's immigr 
tion officers and its defense and 
security forces have been made by 
National Commander Paul Grif- 
fith of the American Legion. He 
told the DAR convention in Wash- 
ington that a flood of illegal immi- 
grants is making the U. S. "the 
laughing stock of the world." 


We do not know how true his 


charges are. He did not document 
or prove them. He simply fired a 
broadside and left the burden of 
proof to others. 


Thousands of foreigners enter 


this country illegally every day, 
said Mr. Griffith—ten illegal im- 
migrants for every legal one. He 
called immigration "a racket of 
special racial, religious or econom- 
ic groups," Furthermore, he charg- 
ed this country 
still harbors a 


large number of atomic 
spies 


whose nameB are known. 


These are pretty specific accu- 


sations. They suggest that Mr. 
Griffith has made a long, careful 
study of the situation aided by a 
staff of assistants who have check- 
ed these facts. 


But we doubt Mr. Griffith's wis- 


dom in saving all this up to spring 
as a surprise on the Daughters of 
the American Revolution. It might 
be better if. an organization as 
publicly' dedicated to patroitism 
as the American Legion had turn- 
ed its information over to the pro- 
per authorities or, failing to get 
co-operation from them, had pro- 
ceeded through official channels.

The dpen board is 
known as "the poor man's board 
of trade".

Clark, Hoover Agree 


Many observers will agTee that 


much could be achieved in the

However, it's clear that

could be accomplished without the 
cooperation of Russia. The ques- 
tion of France's attitude 
also 


arises, and in this connection Mr. 
Hoover expresses the belief that 
if Moscow and Paris would co- 
operate, world economic recov- 
ery could come in two or three 
years. 


Hoover isn't alone in charging 


Russia with failing to cooperate. 
Gen. Mark Clark, former com- 
mander of the American zone in 
Austria, declared in a broadcast 
(CBS) 
that the Soviet authori- 


ties were not cooperating in Aus- 
trian rehabilitation and were fos- 
tering communism in the Russian 
zone by giving communists higher 
wages and more food. Clark spoke

Russia. The General declared: 


"I am convinced that to be firm 


and definite in our relations with 
the Soviet union does not increase 
the chances of war, but on the 
contrary reduces them." 


As for war, the consensus of

the near future. The possibilities 
of war some years hence can't be 
dismissed as vet, but it cannot 
come until Europe has been re- 
habilitated. The only major coun- 
try in the world which would be

of New York Life are 
Now Swinging Back

Kansas City, Mo.— (AP)—Com- 


ing back to the middle west, I al- 
ways wonder why people ever emi- 
grate from here to New York. 


I did t, myself 10 years ago, and 


I still can't make up my mind 
whether it was a good idea. 


For 'he advantages that living 


in Manhattan once had over life 
in inland towns and cities have 
pretty well disappeared. 


The difference used to weigh 


heavily in favor of New York. Now 
the balanc:- tends to swing the 
other way. 


Fifty years ago the great east- 


orn metropolis could feel pretty 
smug in its artistic, commercial 
and cultural superiority over the 
other American cities. That is no 
longer true. 


Latest in Everything 


Here m the midwest the leading 


cities have their own symphony or- 
chestras. Their women's shops 
carry Fifth Avenue styles. 
The 


radio programs, the movies, the 
magazines, the latest books—all 
are as available here as they are 
in New York. 
And the people 


seem to have more time to enjoy 
them. 


But the main falling off in New 


York life lies in the field of every- 
day creature comforts. 
Yearly it 


is getting more crowded, more 
noisy, more trouble to live in. 


Out here you can have a lawn 


and a flower bed. In Manhattan 
you buy a flower pot and let it go 
at that. 


It's Hard to Choose 


The automobile has been an in- 


strument of liberation to most of 
the hinterland. In New York it 
is a nuisance. Insurance rates are 
high, parking space is all but non- 
existent, and a garage costs almost 
as much by the month as a small 
flat. 
So most families don't buy 


one. 


This has tended to make New 


Yorker:, more insular. They have 
much less first-hand knowledge of 
America than the midwest farmer 
or city worker who puts his wife 
and kids in the car and drives 2,- 
000 miles or more during a two- 
week vacation. 


Life is expanding and breaking 


old bonds in the midwest and 
throughout the rest of the country. 
It is becoming richer and fuller. 


But it would be unfair to New 


York to say it has nothing to com- 
pensate for the lost spaciousness of 
living you leave behind when you 
come to it from the American 
heartland. There is a throb and 
pulse about Manhattan that, once 
felt, you can never forget. 


Whether this feeling makes up 


for all you give up when you go 
there to stay is something I still 
haven't figured out after 10 years.
